NEW DEPARTMENT CREATED 

IT is the opinion of many, working 
to awaken a greater appreciation 
of art among the people, that the 
easiest way is to begin with the child. 
Visitors to the Art Institute have noticed 
during the past three years a constantly 
increasing number of classes of children 
being conducted through the galleries by 
competently educated museum instruc- 
tors. These children have been brought 
to the Institute, usually by their teachers, 
from schools in Chicago and vicinity. 
The instructors have been either paid by 
the parties or organizations bringing the 
classes to the Art Institute, or by the 
Institute itself. The trustees, fully ap- 
preciating the great advantages the mu- 
seum possesses in its large and varied col- 
lections, and wishing to make them of 
more value to the children of the city, 
have engaged the services of Mr. Karl 
Howenstein to take charge of the ex- 
tension work through the various com- 
munity centers. 



MUSEUM INSTRUCTION 

THIS department is steadily grow- 
ing in its various fields of ac- 
tivity, and proving its need of 
existence. There has been a consistent 
interest shown in the regular classes 
which meet once a week, where the 
members carry on a systematic form of 
study. Women's clubs throughout the 
city and its suburbs have come not only 
for the current exhibitions, but for talks 
on various permanent collections as well. 
For those who are unable to come dur- 
ing the week, classes are held on Sunday 
evenings, and for the last few months 
every Sunday has been engaged by one 
or more organization. The children 
have visited the Museum in rather large 
numbers, usually in groups sent from the 
seventh and eighth grades of the schools. 
From reports they have enjoyed their 
trips, and that is the aim of the depart- 
ment, to make them want to come again.
